JUSTICE TO THE FARMERS, 


The protectionists pretend they can see 


no sense in tho suggestion that if, in the 
present European demand for breadstulTs, 
the farmer could exchange his export 
wheat for needed articles in the market 
where he sells, payiug only n revenue 
duty, he would realize what belongs to 
him and what has been takcu away to 
give to tho protected 
mnnufnctnicrs. 


This principle is embodied in the p'at- 
forni of the National Farmers' Alliance, 
which provides that American ships car- 
rying cargoes abroad, two-thirds of 
which consist of American farm produce, 
shall be permitted to return with cargoes 
of manufactured goods and discharge 
them free from tuxes. 
It assumes that 


when- American 
produce 
is 
shipped 


abroad and exchanged for goods, or sold 
for money to be invested in foreign 
goods, these purchases are our farm pro- 
duce in another form and ought not to 
pay duty. 
An import tux would be 


simply a tax on tho farm produce, as 
$75,000 worth of wheat would buy only 
$30,000 worth of goods. 


Tho farmers do not aslt for free trade, 


nor is there any considerable number of 
people in the country who advocate it; 
but they do demand a reduction of the 
exorbitant protective taxes they are now

compelled to pay to aid manufacturers in 
one section of the land, and which are 
enormously profitable, at the cost of all 
other sections. 


The people demand a reduction of the 


high war tariff which, it was promised, 
was to last only during tho war, but 
which has been kept up a quarter of a 
century after the war closed. 
As we 


have said, it is not a demand for the ab- 
solute abandonment of the protective pol- 
icy, but simply for a cutting down of the 
protective duties. Whilst paying tribute 
to the favored manufacturers, they think 
tho rate ought to bo lowered, especially 
as the protected industries are, for tho 
most part, vastly prosperous. 
, 


Twice has the Republican party, which 


is the champion of the petted manufac- 
turers of the East, rejected fair and just 
measures to reduce the war duties, anrl 
in the last Congress they passed a bill 
making Ihe duties still higher. This was 
the answer of the dominant par;y to the 
country's righteous petition for relief.— 
Herald. 


A Costly Blaze at Willows.

Hotel. The burnep quarter will be imme- 
diately rebuilt in brick.

The National Commission.

CHICAGO, September 2.—The National 


Columbian Commission met at neon to-day, 
The first subject to oome up was the read- 
ing of a communication from the General 
Secretary of the American Sabbath Union, 
asking it hearing for a delegation from that 
body on the subject of closing the exposi- 
tion on Sunday.

Die Secretary of Wur, Who IIus Ueeii 


Nauicil for Senator of Vermont. 


The Hon. Redfield Proctor is now in his 


sixty-firet year, having been bom on June 
1, 1831, in Proctorsville, in the town of 
Cavendish, Vt. He comes of sturdy stock. 
In early life he began the study of law, bnt 
he put aside his law books to go to the 
war. His first service was ot Qaartermas- 
ter of the Third Vermont, then a Major of 
the Fifth Vermont, and finally as Colonel 
of the Fifteenth. 
His health was impaired 


and after Gettysburg, where bis regiment 
acted as train guard, be returned home and 
went to farming. 


Then ho turned his attention to politics, 


serving Eeveral terms in the Legislature, 
In 1878 his party look him up for Gov- 
ernor. 
A good deal of mud entered the 


contest for the Domination, in which war 
and business records were handled without 
mercy. At last opposition fell before him. 
He made a creditable Governor. 


From the time of his retirement from 


office he maintained an active interest in 
political affairs, and was regarded as one ol 
the party leaders in the State. He would 
not allow himself to be enticed, however, 
away from his business egain for long con- 
tinued service until March, 1889, when he 
accepted n seat in President Harrison's 
Cabinet as Secretary of War. He WBS an 
original Harrison man at the Chicago Con 
vention, and it was his privilege to cast the 
vote of Vermont from first to last for the 
successful candidate. 
Mr. Proctor's ad- 


ministration of the War Department has 
been credible to him and satisfactory to the 
army and the country. Gov. Page, of Ver- 
mont, in a letter dated August 25, has np 
pointed Mr. Proctor Senator to fill the va 
oancy caused by the resignation of Senator 
Edmunds.
